The purpose of the study 
is to evaluate new test compounds that v«ll limit or alleviate the inflammation or discomfort so for most of the animals 
on study the discomfort is minimal due to the test agents they are receiving. The control animals however by necessity 
of the scientific study cannot receive any anti-inflammatory treatment. The majority of the animals on this study 
continue to eat and drink normally and display no behavioral signs of pain or distress. Animals that develop more 
severe uveitis were removed from the study early and euthanized. Buprenorphine has been demonstrated to have some 
anti-inflammatory activities (Volker, D., Bate, M., Gentle, R., and Garg, M., Oral buprenorphine is anti-inflammatory 
and modulates the pathogenesis of streptococcal cell wall polymer-induced arthritis in the Lew/SSN rat. Lab Anim, 34 
(2000) 423-429) so the chronic use of this drug for pain or discomfort would be incompatible with the scientific 
mission of this study. Chronic use of opioids for pain management is also thought to have effects upon appetite and 
body weight maintenance.

With respect to all protocols listed below, treatment to relieve stress was withheld in these animals as the 
administration of a tranquilizer would modify if not eliminate the desired behavioral response. 

In protocol YER2000614 and YER2002730 (three year renewal of the first one), a total of 137 adult voles 
were used in an experiment involving mild stressors, after which they are put back with their partners and 
their behavior is observed. The aim is to develop a vole model of consolation to investigate the brain 
mechanisms involved in that behavior as well as social behaviors relevant to autism.

The lACUC reviewed and approved the protocol 2001737 below for class E procedures. Mesocricetus 
auratus, or the Syrian golden hamster, has been used for over 30 years to study C. difficile pathogenesis 
(Chang, T.W. et al., 1978). Because of the effectiveness of this animal model for fulminant C. difficile 
infection, this species is used. In order to determine whether a gene or mutation can reduce the occurrence 
of disease due to C. difficile it is necessary to study the animals until they exhibit signs of disease. The 
use of antispasmodic drugs, antibiotics, or analgesics confounds the results by altering the course of the 
natural disease.

For both protocols DAR 2002301 and DAR2002528, the retinoblastoma tumor model in 
immunosuppressed rabbits will be used. The tumors are created by injecting cultured human WERl- 
retinoblastoma cells.

Due to the legitimate chance of post-operative 
distress in case of recumbency, the lACUC placed these animals in Class E. Recumbency will result in 
intensive nursing care to ensure the nutrition, hydration, perfusion, cleanliness of the subject and to 
prevent dependent edema and decubital ulcers using padding and turning multiple times per day (4 times 
minimum). There is not an expectation that the recumbent animals will have post-operative pain that 
cannot be relieved by adequate medication but the stress of recumbency and associated intensive care was 
the determinant issue for the lACUC.

Dear Dr. Goldentyer: 

The 2,442 rabbits listed under Column E of our USDA Form 7023 were used to produce 
Treponema pallidum organisms for the diagnosis of syphilis. Under this lACUC 
approved protocol, number 4B, we infected rabbits with the organism, and allowed them 
to develop the disease for 10-12 days before euthanizing them. A post mortem harvest 
collected the Treponema spirochetes. 

We may infer that the orchitis associated with Treponema infection caused some distress, 
but treatment of the disease would destroy or impact the organisms the procedure is 
intended to produce.

The Allergan Animal Care and Use Committee has approved under protocol 433-100153-2013, 
Retinal Disease in Primates, an exception to the requirement that primates are to have access to 
water no less than twice daily for at least 1 hour each time. The exception is required for behavioral 
studies associated with this protocol. The animals involved received water daily and were monitored 
according to our water regulation policy. Three of the animals were removed from the study due to 
reaching one or more of our policies early endpoint criteria. The criteria in place (body score, weight 
loss, clinical pathology values) are designed to expedite removal of any animals prior to developing 
any level of distress. The noted animals were returned to the colony with full access to water without 
incident. All of the remaining animals on study maintained good health and body condition. No 
animals were determined to be in distress during the study. The total number of animals that were on 
water regulation for any time during the year was 35. All of the animals were cynomolgus macaques. 
These animals are included on line 9 of the annual report under category D. 
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Social Housing: Animals are exempted from social housing for variable periods of time needed to 
conduct the research. The reasons for the exemptions from social housing and the length of time that 
animals are exempted have been scientifically justified and then reviewed and approved by the Emory 
lACUC. The lACUC granted exemptions from social housing to allow singly housed animals for the 
following protocols:
